SABBATICAL YEAR 


Jews throughout the world have 
observed with interest the renewal of 
ancient traditions and customs during 
the observance in Israel of the Sab- 
batical Year which concluded last 
autumn, But few may be aware of 
the fact that the Hebrew University 
has instituted for its staff a “ Sab- 
batical leave ~ enabling them to under- 
take extensive journeys abroad at the 


‘end of a seven-year period of service. 


Professor J. Schirmann, an authority 
on medieval Hebrew hiterature, who 
is now visiting this country, 1s making 
use of his Sabbatical leave to lecture 
to universities and learned societies on 
literary research work he has carried 
out. He is the discoverer and editor 
of the first play in Hebrew, a comedy, 
written in the sixteenth century by 
Yehuda Sommo, an Italian Jew. He 
has also published an anthology of 
Italian Hebrew poetry, in addition to 
many articles, and is now preparing 
two volumes on Yehuda Halevi. Born 
in Russia ‘and educated in Germany, 
Dr. Schirmann, who 1s aged 49, settled 
in Palestine in 1934.

A motion deploring “the anti- 
Semitic nature of recent actions and 
pronouncements in a number of Com- 
munist countries ~ has been tabled by 
a group of M.P.s led by Mr. Grorat 
Portier (Lab...

Mr. Janner was speaking in_ the 
Standing Parliamentary Committee, which 
iS examining the Education (Miscella- 
neous Provisions) Bill, and was moving 
a new clause to facilitate the religious 
education of Jewish children in schools 
where they had to withdraw during the 
main religious mstruction of the school. 

He said that a very heavy cost was 
already entailed by the Jewish community 
in providing education for their children. 
Ihey could not on all occasions provide 
the buildings or hire the premises neces- 
sary for the purpose. He was not asking 
for a concession for every Jewish child 
but only for those im schools in neigh- 
bourhoods where buildings could noi be 
provided. 

The Jewish classes, he said, were 
usually held in a synagogue building, or 
near one, but the synagogue might be 
miles from all the shea in the district 
and in those circumstances premises 
would have to be hired near other 
schools. This would obviously place a 
great strain on the Jewish community. 

There could not be any objection to the 
Jewish community arranging for a teacher 
to visit a school and teach the children 
there. Mr. Janner went on. The child 
would then feel that # was no dificrent 
from any other child because it would 
have its own religious instruction within 
the premuses. 


Lack of Recreation 


After expressing particular anxiety 
about children from the ages of five to 
11, Mr. Janner said that if a Jewish 
child did not get religious educaiion in 
either the school or premises adjoinme, 
the school he or she would have to go to 
evening classes for that purpose. I he 
result was that that cinid could not get 
the recreation that another child obtained 
nor could wu get the facilities io carrying 
on Hs other work that other chidren got 

There are only 17 Jewrsh day schools 
in the country,” he continued, “13 in 
London and four in the provinces. They 
cater for just over 2.500 Jewish children 
out of a. probable total of 40,000 of 
school age in the country 

“Any Member who. has a child he 
wants to be brought up in his own reli- 
gious faith would surely agree that it 1s 
not cnough mercly to say that the child 
should not go to a class where a different 
kind of rehgion is being taught, but that 
it should be given the fullest opportunity 
of receiving its own religious instruction.”

Mr. Janner intervened to say that Mr. 
Morley must realise that he did not 
speak entirely without having consulted 
others of the Jewish faith. The Board 
of Deputies, which was the representative 
body of Jewry in this couniry, was defi- 
nitely of the opinion that the Clause 
would be very useful and a resolution 
had been passed to that effect. 

Continuing, Mr. Morley referred to 
Mr. Janner’s remarks about the teaching 
of Hebrew to children, and said: “It 
seems to me that to teach Hebrew to an 
English-speaking Hebrew boy or girl at 
the age of seven would be a legitimate 
case a the intervention of the Nationa! 
Society for the Prevention of Cruelty to 
C nildren.”’ 

Saying that he had been privileged on 
a number of occasions to have Jewish 
boys mm his class when he was a school 
teacher, Mr. Morley said he never found 
any difficulty regarding religious instruc- 
lion in their case. hey sat in the class 
while lessons on the Old Testament were 
given, but withdrew and read a book 
by the fire during lessons on the New 
Testament. 

He remembered on one occasion a little 
Jewish boy sitting in the class while the 
inspector was making his annual visit to 
test the religious knowledge of the boys. 
Ihe Jewish boy remained not only while 
guesuons on the Old Testament were 
being asked, but also while questions on 
the New Testament were put. That little 
boy put up his hand more often and 


answered much better than all “ the Goy 


boys in the class. 

Mr. Henry Brooke (Cons., Hamp- 
stead) said the Clause secured that the 
one remaining group of -children at 
present debarred from receiving the rell- 
gious instruction which their parents 
wished should in future be able to have 
that instruction. They could not receive 
it at present because in a small number 
of schools there was no available accom- 
modation at hand to which they could 
be withdrawn. 


Mr. Chuter Ede’s View 


Mr. Cuurtrer Epe (Lab., South Shields), 
former Home Secretary, said he did not 
believe that the proposed alicration of 
the Bill would help the Jewish community 
at all. He could not think it was beyond 
the ingenuity of the representatives of 
the Jewish faith, in conjunction with local 
authorities, .to deal with any problem 
they had. 

Dealing with Mr. Morley’s comments, 
Mr. Janner pointed out that nearly every 
Jewish child learned the Hehvew alphabet 
as soon as it possibly could because a 
major portion of the service in a Jewish 
place of worship was conducted in 
Hichrew 

Mr. KENNETH PickTHORN, Parliamen- 
tary Secretary of the Ministry of Educa- 
tion, replying, said that he had every 
sympathy for Jewish parents and Jewish 
children, but .the Ministry not 
received more information of the likeli- 
hood of the: difficulty arising. The 
Government had given proper attention 
to the suggestion and thought uu ought 
not to be accepted. 

Mr. L. M. Lever (Lab., Ardwick and 
Manchester) said he had found, as the 
President of the Jewish communitics in 
the North West for many years. that the 
Jewish communities in that area had 
received consideration’ and = sympathy 
trom the Manchester, Salford. and 
County authorities. He thought _ the 
country ought to feel a sense of pride in 
the manner in which the Ministry. of 
Education was anxious at all times to pay 
the fullest regard to the religious opinions 
of people. 

‘1 wish there was that general toler- 
ance throughout the world which we have 
in this country for the religious Opinions 
of each other, and the desire to’ bring

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COMBATING SOVIET SLANDERS 


W.J.C. “to Rouse Public 
Opinion”

The World Jewish Congress will 
rouse both Jewish and non-Jewish 
public opinion against the enforced 
isolation of the Jewish communities 
in Eastern Europe and against the 
campaign of slandering the State of 
Israel for the sake of German and 
Arab favours.

This was stated at a public meeting 
held by the W.J.C. at Woburn House, 
London, last week. Addresses were 
given by Professor Arich Tartakower, 
Chairman of the W.J.C. in Israel, and 
Dr. M Perizweig and Mr. A, -L. 
Fasterman, Political Directors of 
W.J.C. in New York and London respec- 
tively. Mr. J. Halevy. Chairman, W.J.C.., 
Bnush Section, presided. 

Professor Tartakower (who is a lecturer 
in sociology at the Hebrew University) 
stated that the Sovict rulers had realised 
that their attempts to solve the Jewish 
problem in the U.S.S.R. had proved com- 
pletely futile. In Biro-Bidjan, where the 
whole siructure for a national and cul- 
tural Jewish autonomy was at hand, the 
only thing missing was the Jewish people.

But “ Rightful Place ~ Demanded

Ihe complaint that the Federation 
of Synagogues was still being treated 
as the “stepchild of the Anglo-Jewish 
community ~ was voiced at the annual 
Se'uda. of the Federation’s Chevra 
Kadisha, held on Sunday. at the 
Federation's offices, 64, Leman Street. 
london, E. 

Rabbi J. H. Cyvmerman, Chairman 
of the Vaad Harabbanim. said the 
Federation, the second-largest svna- 
gogal body in Anglo-Jewry.’ could 
rightly claim first place in communal! 
life, because its members were those 


elements which had the deepest interest 


in Jewish tradition and the manifesta- 
tions of Jewish life in all its forms. 

Rabb: H. Rashbass, speaking of the 
welfare and educational activities 
of the Federation, said that without the 
tresh blood which the Federation had 
injected into it the Uniied Synagogue 
could not exist. Rabbi B. Lapian urged 
further efforts to strengthen Jewish reli- 
education, 

Mr. J. L. Cymerman, one of the Trea- 
surers of the Federation, referring to the 
Federation’s relations with

munal. -bodies, stated that the Hon. 
Officers had repeatedly expressed their 
readiness 10 co-operate with the com- 


munity at large. but they had not met with 
ihe response they had expected The 
Federation continued to be treated as the 
stepchild of the community.

STORMY FEDERATION MEETING 
Acting President Resigns 


By a Jewish Chronicle Reporter 


The Acting President of the Federa- 
tion of Synagogues, Mr. A. Mann, 
announced his resignation at a stormy 
meeting of the General Council of the 
Federation on Monday. 

The Council had been discussing a 
recommendation of the Hon. Officers 
and Executive that the representatives 
of the Federation withdraw forthwith 


from the Board of Shechita “ until 
a. satisfactory settlement regarding 
ecclesiastical representation’ was 
reached. 


The meeting, which was held at the 
premises of the Federation, (64, Leman 
Street. E.1), under the chairmanship of 
Mr. Mann, lasted for more than three 
hours. The mecting ended after having 
dealt with only one item of the agenda 
(apart from the minutes and the formal 
siatement by the Acting President). 


Question of Legality 


When the meeting started, Cllr. M. 
Blitz questioned the legality of Mr. Mann 
acting as President of the Federation, 
in view of the fact that the appointment 
had not been put before the Council 
for confirmation. Cllr. Blitz moved a 
motion (seconded by Mr. Cohen) that 
Mr. Mann was out of order in presid- 
ing. Mr. Mann (who was formerly a 
Vice-President of the Federation) said 
that his election by the Executive (last 
November) as Acting President for the 
remainder of the session, following the 
resignation of Mr. M. Lederman, was in 
accordance with the constitution and 
precedent. |{Mr, Lederman resigned from 
the presidency following his appointment 
as Assistant Poultry of 
the London Shechita Board.] 

The statement by Mr. Mann was fol- 
lowed by a heated debate and a general 
uproar, during which the confirmation 
of Mr. Mann’s election as Acting Presi- 
dent was agreed to. 

Several members then. asked for the 
reasons for Mr. Lederman’s resignation. 
One member asked whether Mr. Leder- 
man had been forced to resign by the 
Hon. Officers of the Federation or by 
the Board of Shechita. 

Mr. Lederman, who was grected with 
applause from a section of the Council 
members, declared that had the whole 
matter come before a meeting of the 
delegates from’ the synagogues of the 
Federation his resignation would not have 
heen accepted. “ The fault hes nearer 
the Federation,” he said. 

his statement was later denied by Mr. 
M. Cooper (a Vice-President of the 
Federation), who said that Mr. Lederman 
‘was foreed to resign through unjustifi- 
able pressure by the Board of Shechita.” 


Fast-End Viemorandum 


Mr. J. L. Cymerman, the co-Treasurer, 
moved the recommendation of the Execu- 
tive to adopt several proposals contained 
in the memorandum prepared by Mr. 
Julius Jung (Secretary of the Federation) 
on * The Burning Problem of the East 
End.” 

In his memorandum Mr. Jung stated 
‘most of our synagogues are closed 
during the week and a large number 
find it extremely difficult to get a minyan 
even on the Sabbath.” 

He proposed that two young English- 
speaking rabbis be appointed for the 
Last End of London, in order to influence 
and regain “the large and 
sections with whom we have had no 
coniact of late whatsoever. and who have 
become compleicly indifferent to every- 
thing Jewish.” There should also be 
formed a modern, attractive Jewish 
kindergarten. 

The special sub-committee. appointed 
by the Hon. Officers, and composed of 
Messrs. Cymerman and A. D. 
Robertson, which considered the memo- 
randum. proposed to the Council that at 
the first stage only one English-speaking

‘IZVESTIA’ CAMPAIGN 
RESUMED 


Press and Radio Attacks 
on Israel 


By our Diplomatic Correspondent 


Izvestia, the Soviet Government's 
daily newspaper, this week resumed, 
with renewed vigour, its attack on 
Israel. It again alleged that Israeli 
leaders were turning the country into 
“an American military base.” 

In an article called “ Israel in the 
Plans of the American Imperialists,” 
|. Vatolina accused “the Zionist gang 
of helping American imperialists to 
wage a struggle against the national 
liberation movement among the 
Middle Eastern people.” He said that 
American loans and credits, as well 
as the funds supplied by American 
Jewish organisations, were being spent 
“not for the needs of the people, but 
for the militarisation of the country. 
which eats up more than half of the 
State budget, and on the financing of 
subversive -activities of the Zionist 
Organisation.” 


Joint” Denounced 


Maintaining this line of anti-Israeli 
propaganda, the writer said that even 
hefore the formation of the State of 
Isracl, Truman, Acheson, and Morgen- 
thau “reached an agreement with Ben- 
Gurion that the granting of American 
aid must be conditioned on participation 
of the Zionist organisations in the imtelli- 
gence service of the U.S.A.” 

is “startling revelavon”” was fol- 
lowed by an attack on the “ Joint,” 
which was described as an instrument of 
the United Siates intelligence service. 
Although the “Jomts activities were 
banned in Russia many years ago, the 
“espionage and subversive branch” of 
this organisation, said the article, ** con- 
linued to work in deep secrecy.” The 
Jomnt was accused of being both in 
the service of the ** Zionist spying organi- 
sations and the American intelligence 

The cadres of this organisation, which, 
according to the writer, “made its nest 
in Isracl,” were being recruited from all 
sorts ot “dregs of society, Trotskyites. 
hourgeois nationalisis.. from all sorts of 
homeless cosmopolitians. selling for 
dollars their honour. their people, and 
their country. [here is no villainous 
or loathesome act which the Zionist agenis 
would not commit in order to win the 
favour of their American bosses,”’ 


Broadcasts in Arabic 


All this, with additional anti-Zionist 
propaganda from other Russian papers. 
is bemg repeatedly broadcast over the 
Moscow radio, not only for home con- 
sumption, but also for German, English, 
French, and, since last week. for Arab 
histeners abroad. In the broadcasts to 
the Arabs, the Russtan and _ satellite 
propagandists also deal at great length 
with what is described as Israel's 
racialist policy and persecuuon of the 
Arab minority in Isracl. An article in 
the LIveRATURNAYA GAaZETTA,-. accusing 
Israel of having forced the Arabs into 
ghetioes and restricting their freedom of 
movement in the country, was given much 
prominence in most of Moscow's foreign 
broadcasts, 

Soviet propagandists,.in their greatly 
mtensified anti-Isracl campaign, have also 
begun to give prominence to the vilest 
rumours in the Arab newspapers, pro- 
vided, of course, that these rumours have 
an anti-Israeli flavour: Thus, Moscow 
Radio this week broadcast in Arabic a 
lass report, quoting the Lebanese news- 
paper, AL-NAHAR, that the Israeh Govern- 
ment was “ opening negotiations” with 
the Western Powers with a view to offer- 
ing Haifa as a submarine base. 

In addition to this kind of propaganda, 
Moscow broadcasts have also dealt for 
several days im succession, and at con- 
siderable length, with the question of 
cosmopolitanism,”’ calling it 
reactionary idea hostile to patriotism and 
to national sovereignty rather novel 
definition not hitherto used in the Soviet 
vocabulary of denunciation. “* Cosmo- 
politanism,” said the commentator, * not 
only serves as an ideological cover for 
imperialist aggression, but is also used 
by the United States intelligence in the 
active struggle against the Soviet Union 
and the People's Democracies.”

This superb 
gaiety of heart, this genial sunshine of the 
soul, has been a potent force in sustaining 
the life and strength of our people through 
all dangers and tribulations. And not least 
symbolic of the innate humanity and 
morality in Judaism, of which we have con- 
stant reminders in ali our literature, is the 
exhortation at the end of our quotation: 
“ sending gifts to the poor.” It is at 
once a reminder that gladness means glad- 
ness for ali, not merely the rich, and that 
none is so poor that he cannot in some 
way help those poorer than himself. By 
generous gifts to worthy causes we shall 
show the measure of our devotion to those 
philanthropic principles which the Festival 
proclaims 


CAUTION NEEDED 
WITHIN a few days representatives of 
Jewish organisations in all countries of the 
free world, our own Board of Deputies 
included, are to hold a conference at Zurich 
in order to consider the situation facing the 
Jewish communities forcibly tsolated from 
us behind the Iron Curtain. No agenda for 
this extraordinary gathering has yet been 
announced and any effect it might have 
upon the fate of the East European Jewish 
communities is unpredictable. But it 1s safe 
to assume that it will voice Jewish alarm 
over Soviet Russia's present active campaign 
against Zionism, which started openly with 
the Prague trial, continued thfough the 
attacks on Jews in Eastern Germany and 
the wild statements made on the arrests of 
Jewish doctors in Moscow, and has now 
culminated in the sudden severance of diplo- 
matic relations with Israel This cynical 
campaign continues unabated. Hardly a 
day 1s allowed to pass without some anti- 
Israeli or anti-Zionist attack being broad- 
cast from Moscow, Warsaw, Bucharest, or 
Budapest, each increasing in volume and 
vehemence the denunciations of the Jewish 
State, Jewish organisations, and much else 
that 1s dear to Jews everywhere. 


No one can, therefore, doubt that there 
is Sufficient cause for widespread alarm, even 
if the real reasons behind this Soviet Russian 
move are still an enigma. But it 1s impos- 
sible to estimate how far. if at all, this joint 
manifestation of alarm by Jewish organisa- 
tions alone can divert the Kremlin from its 
evil path, or make safer the precarious posi- 
tion of the two and a half million Jews in 
Russia and the satellite countries. A very 
heavy responsibility is thus thrown on the 
several hundred delegates about to meet at 
Zurich Anything they say or decide is 
bound to have serious repercussions. Even 
those Jews and non-Jews who wholeheartedly 
condemn Russia's present vicious campaign 
will fear that the proposed conference, 1f not 
very carefully directed, may place the Jews 
behind the Iron Curtain in even greater 
jeopardy In this connection § delegates 
would do well to pay. attention to the 
guarded statement of Mr. ELitasnuiv,. the 
Israeli Minister who has just. come out of 
Moscow. Asked about the position of Jews 
in Russia, he is reported to have said that 
his remarks on that subject--and he made 
very few —were tempered by a desire not to 
harm them 


This does not, of course, mean that Jews 
should delay their protests until it 1s too late. 
But, at the same time, anything that is said 
at the forthcoming emergency conference 
should be carefully weighed and any resolu- 
tion taken should be the outcome of 
adequate and reliable information. The 
Situation is too grave for an appeal only to 
human emotions and human sympathy. This 
is a clear instance where emotionalism 
must be checked by intelligence, where the 
head, rather than the heart, must be the 
arbiter. 


HENDON SYNAGOGLE 

DURING the next nine days the Hendon 
Synagogue has arranged a varied and attrac- 
tive programme of fixtures to mark the 
twenty-fifth anniversary of its foundation. 
As is indicated in the Silver Jubilee History 
of the synagogue, which has been ably com- 
piled by Dr. AvrRom SALTMAN, this occasion 
is of more than local interest. The growth 
of this synagogue we!! ~xemplifies the pheno- 


menal development—from birth to full 
maturity—of the new suburban Jewish 
communities of the Metropolis during this 
brief period. Thirty years ago (before the 
Underground Railway extension) Hendon 
was still a rural area; since then immigra- 
tion from North and East London and the 
provinces, and later from Germany and the 
Continent, has made this one of the 
most thickly populated Jewish districts in 
Greater London. From 1925 Jewish services 
were held intermittently in private houses 
and later in the Town Hall. Then in 1928 
the first temporary synagogue was opened 
in Brent Street (now the premises of the 
Adath Yisroel Congregation). The authori- 
ties of the United Synagogue would not 
sanction a permanent building on this site. 
It was considered too near the recently 
opened Golders Green Synagogue, although 
the distance was nearly a mile and a half— 
more than the traditional “Sabbath day's 
journey.” Incidentally, at a later date, Hendon 
protested to the United Synagogue about the 
proximity of the Finchley Synagogue which 
was afterwards founded. The year 1935 saw 
the consecration of the present fine building 
of the Hendon Synagogue in Raleigh Close. 
In the post-war years its activities and 
influence have greatly developed under the 
spiritual leadership of its minister, the Rev. 
L. H. HarpMan. The official History claims 
for the Hendon Congregation its own dis- 
tinctive ethos: 

“The healthy democratic traditions of Jewish 

communal life have never been in danger of dis- 
appearing here. A strong Fxecutive and a watchful 
public have maintained ‘ Shool poliucs” at an 
micresting level, without degenerating overmuch 
into faction or useless contention. The best trad 
tions of Eastern Europe have been combined fatrly 
harmoniously with the Anglo-Jewish method of 
doing things.” 
We pray that the members of the Hendon 
Synagogue will ever continue to find grace 
and good favour in the sight of God and 
man. 


GLAMORIZING MEETINGS 


AMERICA is a place that teems with ideas, 
a place where stones are never left unturned, 
avenues never left unexplored, advantages 
never left unpursued. Every human activity 
is supplied with numerous aids to efficiency, 
and there is a text-book tor every occasion. 
Or so we had thonght. But there must have 
been at least one text-book miussing, for a 
volume has now appeared, the busy effort 
of a busy rabbi, which ts so ideally suited 
to its subject-—-or obsect-—that we are sur- 
prised its omission was not noticed when it 
didn't exist. “ Ideas that Work,” it ts called, 
and for the three and a half dollars that it 
costs, Rabbi Max L. ForRMAN, its author 
(through the Bloch Publishing Company, 
New York), spiritedly advises us on “ prac- 
tical suggestions for glamorizing organiza- 
tional meetings,’ as a cover blurb has it. 
After studying this book and applying its 
lessons, no synagogue committee or ladies’ 
guild (the latter are usually called “ sister- 
hoods” in America —gossip among sisters 
no doubt being morally a little less repre- 
hensible than among strange ladies) can have 
any excuse again for small attendances and 
lack of interest. 
and of the publicity agent is to be applied to 
our guild meetings. As our author says in 
the very best italics: “ /n order to stimulate 
desire through action, we must have eye- 
appeal and heart-appeal, as well as brain- 
appeal.” Which he sums up “in the word 
‘promotion’ or ‘glamorization,” but 
explains further in terms of the commercial 
campaign. The aims of the synagogue, he 
argues, need “ humanizing,” glamorizing,” 
and he provides tor this purpose many “ pin 
up programs tor Special Occasions.” You 
may have, for example, an “ All-Aboard 
Luncheon” (Paid-Up Membership Affair), 
where everything ts done on railway lines, a 
lady dressed as a porter receives you, and 
the room is strewn with timetables, engine 
bells, signal flags, lanterns, etc. Or—and 
this one is particularly good, we think—“A 
Psychiatric Party,” at which “treatment” is 
offered, for instance, to the woman “ who 
cant ‘stand’ the Rabbi”! Once one gets 
into the swing of the thing, the possibilities 
seem endless. “Pin Up Programs” should 
lead us inevitably to “Pin Up Girls”: a 
cosy selection of pictures, say, round the 
Board-room walls for the next Synagogue 
Council meeting. That ought to fetch them! 
Yet, after all, one is not so certain that 
Rabbi FORMAN’S adventitious aids to more 
amusing meetings are really needed. We 
sometimes suspect, from reports received, 
that our “organizational” meetings are 
funny enough as they are.

Diplomas for Diplomats 
To the Editor of THe Jewisn 


Sir,—I consider it grossly unfair 
that, whereas Barmitzvah boys are 
expected to pass a test, and rightly so, 
before they are called to the Reading 
of the Law, the wardens who stand at 
the Scroll week after week and 
allocate the various mitzvot jn the 
synagogue are not required to undergo 
any course of preparation § and 
examination to prove that they possess 
the special qualifications for what is. 
surely, a highly responsible religious 
and social task. 

There is no recognised diploma of 
Synagogue Management and.| do not 
go so far as to suggest that the univer- 
sities be approached to introduce a 
Faculty of Wardenship; but it 
unreasonable, | ask, to expect the Gabbai 
io give some demonstrable evidence of 
his fitness for the work which, judging 
by their reluctance to give it up, many 
regard as a sacred calling? 

One would not appoint an illiterate 
secretary or a financial representative who 
did not know the difference between a 


credit and a debit balance; why, then, is 
no minimum standard set for a warden 
who needs the qualities of a scholar, 
psychologist, diplomat, and saint, if he 
iS tO perform his task tolerably well? 

Clearly the situation is absurd and must 
be rectified with all speed. I suggest, 
therefore. that a graduate scheme be 
introduced whereby candidates qualily 
lor yumor and then senior wardenship 
certificates to be awarded on the pass, 
credit, distinction, and honours level. To 
those who doubt whether adults will! 
willingly submit themselves to such an 
examination, | reply that if the diploma 
IS presented as an luminated address, it 
will be irresistible. 

I trust 1 will not be regarded as pre- 
sumptuous if | give a few cxamples of 
the questions which might profitably be 
pul to cover the musical. financial. and 
mathematical parts of the paper: (1) Do 
you know when tt is time to make a 
Pozair? (2) How many shlishis are worth 
a shishi? (3) Can you reduce your con- 
gregation to “ vulgar factions"? The 
possibilities are endless. 

call upon the lawyers, scholars. and 
educationisis of Anglo-Jewry to app!y 
their minds to this problem and advise 
an examination which will ensure a 
satisfactory test for wardenship.

“1 GIVE AND BEQUEATH.. .” 


Excluding Children Who 
“ Marry Out” 


To the Editor of THe Jewtsu CuHronicie 


Sir.—The article by my friend, Dr. 
Aron Owen, in your issue of last week, 
may have given some of your readers 
the impression that itt is legally 
impossible, in this country, for a 
testator to exclude his children. or 
remoter issue from receiving any bene- 


fit under his will if they should 
“marry out,” If so, any such 
impression is erroneous and, | feel 


sure, Was not intended by the author. 
who was merely pornting-out some ol 
the difficulties involved. 

This question is of the most vital 
importance to many Jewish parents, who 
feel that a provision on these lines 1s the 
only safeguard Open to them to ensure, 
0 far as hes within their power, that thei 
offspring marry persons of the Jewish 
faith, 

Possibly. the simplest method is to 
insert in the will-——which will, of course. 
be drawn up by a solicitor and will be 
couched in the proper legal phraseology 
a supulation broadly to the effect that 
any beneficiary marrying a non-Jew shall 
forfet all benefits under the will and 
that the decision as to whether or noi a 
person is .a non-Jew shall rest with a 
specithed person or body (é.g.. the Chict 
Rabb: or the Beth Din). whose certificate 

io this shall be final. and conclusive, 
vd binding on all) parties. A further 
proviston could usefully be added depriv- 
ing any beneficiary who sought to contest 
the will in the courts from deriving any 
benefit under it.

The livestock for this particu- 
lar trade was drawn from all the bes 
fattening centres in Great Britain and 
Ireland Ihe Board of Shechita exe: 


cised a strict control on the quality of

1940. when control of 
meat staried. my members. together with 
other wholesalers, have not been allowed 
to exercise their pre-war functions and

[he first one she called Hulta 

Work-day ™: this girl was in atten- 
dance upon Esther only on Sundays. 
On Monday she. was served by 
“ Roketa.” named after the firmament 
that was created on the second day of 
the world. Tuesday's maid was called 
‘Genunita,” because on the third day 
of Creation plants were produced. On 
Wednesday it was the turn of 
Nehorita (Luminous) because God had 
made the lights on the fourth -day. 
(movement) followed, on 
the fifth day, because that was the day 
on which the birds and other animated 
beings were created. On Friday, the 
day on which the beasts were created, 
ittendance was given by Hurfita (little 
ewe-lamb): and on the Sabbath itself, 
Regoita (rest) obeyed Esther's wishes.

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THE PURIM OF WONWOLNICA

MONG the hundreds of Jewish 
communities destroyed by 
the Nazis in their murderous 

attack on Poland was the Jewish 
community of Wonwolnica (pro- 
nounced Vonvolnitza). It was a 
small picturesque market town, like 
so many others in the beautiful, 
undulating, grain-bearing. forest- 
covered countryside west of Lublin. 
It had no special claim to fame or 
distinction, except, perhaps, that it 
celebrated the Festival of Purim 
longer than any other Jewish com- 
munity in Poland. Instead of one 
day of Purim and two readings of 
the Megillah. as in all other Jewish 
communities in Poland, the Jews of 
Wonwolnica read the Megillah three 
times, and celebrated Shushan 
Purim as a day of gladness and 
rejoicing as much as Purim itself. 


A Walled City 


For Wonwolnica, as was established 
in a rather miracuious way. Was a 
walled city im the days of Joshua the 
son of Nun. As such it was entitled 
by the Law to this unusual privilege 
and honour, which old and young 
preserved most piously, which the) 
refused to forsake even under the 
Nazis. and which in the Purim of 1942 
brought a terrible death to the entire 
community 

There were no historic records to 
recall what sort of place Wonwoinica 
was in the days of Joshua the son ol 
Nun-——-some 3.3500 years ago Polish 
records did not go back as far as that. 
But what the records lacked was sup- 
phéed by the inspired vision of the 
city’s sage and seer, Rab Zalmen. 

The exact. details of how this 
occurred have riever been fully estab- 
lished. All that was known was that 
Rab Zalmen made his discovery at the 
beginning of the century, at the time 
of the Russo-Japanese War, and on 
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a Purim which elderly Jews said was 
the coldest in their memory. Normally, 
a cold winter, so Jews in Poland 
believed. always meant a healthy 
spring and “few illnesses in Jewish 


homes.” Severe frost killed the germs 
and was better than a_ thousand 
dectors. But that winter was different. 


Somchow, for no known reason, a 
fierce epidemic raged in Wonwolnica, 
especially among the children. Hardly 
a day passed without one, two, and 
sometimes half a dozen children 
dying. Doctors, brought down from 
Lublin, failed to diagnose the disease. 
and proved helpless in advising a 
remedy. A day of fasting and prayer, 
in which the neighbouring Jewish com- 
munities, singularly immune trom the 
epidemic, readily shared, brought no 
succour, and by the time Purim came 
round nearly half of the town's 
children were in the graveyard and the 
other half lay dying. 

Rab Zalmen, who since the begin- 
ning of the epidemic had eaten nothing 
but dry bread, and even that not on 
Mondays and Thursdays. spent his 
days and nights in prayer and supplica- 
tion. He felt more than any other 
the great responsibility of the tragic 
happenings in his town, and even 
Christians remember how his beard, 
grey before the epidemic, turned as 
white as the snow covering the graves 
of his venerable forefathers resting in 
the cemetery next to the old svyna- 
gogue. He searched his own acts and 
those of his congregation for ‘sins of 
the fathers which he teared might 
now be visited upon the children. But 
the congregation of Wonwolnica was 
a God-fearing one. And so Rab Zal- 
men turned to the spirits of his tather 
and grandfather for guidance and help. 


The Rabbi's Vision 


In its bereavement, the town almost 
entirely forgot that Purim had arrived. 
There certarnly was no rejoicing, and 
the reading of the Megillah - was 
accompanied by the weeping ofl 
mothers and the sighs of fathers. 
There was no child im the ss nagogzue 
to whirl the wooden vrevver (rattle) at 
the sound of Haman’s name. But on 
the night between Purim and Shushan 
Purim, Rab Zalmen had a vision. He 
saw hig father and grandfather stand- 
ing heh on the walls of a city and 
telling him that Wonwolnica was a 
walled city in the days of Joshua the 
son of Nun, and that the raging 
epidemic was a punishment trom 
heaven for the neglect to give proper 
and adequate testimony to the miracle 
of Esther and celebrate Purim in its 
proper style As a result of this 
vision Rab Zalmen at daybreak sum- 
moned the entire community to the 
Synagogue and personalls read the 
Megillah a third time, proclaiming 
Shushan Purim a day of festivity to be 
celebrated for all time in the same 
manner as Purim itself. And hardly 
had he finished reading the Megillah 
when the epidemic ceased completely. 
Neither on that day nor on the fol- 
lowing, nor On many succeeding days. 
did a Jewish child die in Wonwolnica. 

Once established, the tradition was 
never broken. Shushan Purim for 
that Jewish community remained a day 
of gladness and joy. But Rab Zalmen 
had a good deal to suffer on that 
account. Some of the neighbouring 
rabbis—jealous of his fame. as rabbis 
often are—-remained sceptical. They 
denied his claim to the miracle. No 
one, of course, questioned the Law 
affecting the celebration of Purim in 
a walled city, but they pointed out that 
it was only in Israel that the cities of 
Tiberias, Lod, Ono, and Ge Hahara- 
shim, in the territory of Benjamin. 
had, as the Talmud admits. walls in 
the days of Joshua. 

There were others who went even 
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further in their scepticism. They not 
only questioned the. claim of Won- 
wolnica to have had a wall in the 
times of Joshua, but even the fact 
of its ever being a city, the less so in 
the days of Rab Zalmen. They 
pointed to the passage in the Talmud 
which states that for any place to 
deserve the name city it must have 
“ten men of leisure,’ which poverty- 
stricken Wonwolnica certainly never 
had. Even Rab Zalmen himself, the 
cynics said, had frequentiy to perform 
some manual labour to eke out his 
meagre livelihood. 


Faith in the Miracle 


Others, coming to the rabbi's help, 
maintained that by “ten men of 
leisure’ the Talmud meant not ten 
people who could afford to refrain 
from work—there were few such 
people in any of the small Jewish com- 
munities in the area-—-but ten who 
attended synagogue regularly or who 
were devoted to the service of the 
community. This kind of Jew could 
be found everywhere. And who could 
beat the Jews of Wonwolnica in the 
assiduity and regularity of their syna- 
gogue attendance ? 

But, although pained and, at times, 
angered by this scepticism and criti- 
cism, neither Rab Zalmen nor the 
congregation ever faltered in their 
faith in the miracle he had performed 
and in their observance of a long 
Purim. Rab Zalmen even went so far 
as to forbid all work on both days. 
He considered work on Purim a viola- 
tion of the Law and of the trust shown 
in him by Divine mercy, as well as a 
lack of faith in the venerable memory 
of his ancestors, who had made known 
to him the anéien) pas? OF 
On Purim and Shushan Purim he used 
to visit the homes of his congrega- 
tion. sit at their festive tables. and. 
as a warning. tell them the story of 
Rab. who. as the Talmud recalls. 
cursed the man ‘whom he saw sowing 
flax on Purim, so that the flax did not 
grow. Women, too. he insisted, were 
saved both by the miracle of Esther 
and that of his own time. and should, 
therefore, join in the celebrations. No 
other Jewish holiday was celebrated in 
Wonwolnica with such thoroughness 
and gladness as Purim. with the send- 
ing of gifts to each other and, above 
all, to the poor on both days. In 
fact, there was a saving that if a beggar 
wanted to get rich he should live in 
Wonwolnica 


Synagogue Destroyed 


When the Second World War broke 
out and the German hordes went torth 
in their brutal march of destruction, 
the little isolated Jewish: communtties 
in the Lublin area were the first. to 
suffer. It was that area which, for a 
time. was rumoured as a future 
“ Jewish reserve “—a term the Nazis 
used to hide their murderous intention. 
Ihe massacre of Jews soon began 
and the Majdanek death camp was 
established near Lublin. Wonwolnica 
survived till Purim, 1942. Many of 
its Jewish inhabitants managed to hide 
in the neighbouring forests or with 
Christians in the villages. Bul on 
Shushan Purim, true to their tradition, 
they felt the urge to gather in their 
synagogue to hear the rabbi read the 
Megillah a third time. While they 
were gathered in prayer and supplica- 
tion, the Nazis suddenly surrounded 
the building, set fire to it, and 
machine-gunned anyone who attempted 
to escape through the doors or 
windows. The entire Jewish com- 
munity, except one, a woman, died 
that day. 

That one woman managed to escape, 
and it was she who told a writer in 
Warsaw of how therJews of Won- 
wolnica died a martyrs death on 
Shushan Purim

Modern Chess Openings. By W. 


Korn. Pitman. 25s. 

How to Think Ahead in Chess. By 
Horowitz and REINFELD. Faber.

Books on chess, which now seem 
to be appearing at a rapid rate, tend 
to fall into two categories: the first, 
factual and contaimming such books as 
works on the openings and game 
collections ; and the second, explana- 
tory. in which attempts are made at 
outlining and revealing the processes 
of chess thought, The two books 
mentioned above are good examples 
of each type. 

‘Modern Chess Openings © ts un- 
doubtedly the best of its kind in 
English. This last proviso ‘is very 
necessary since there exist works tn 
Dutch (by Dr. Euwe), in Russian (by 
Keres), and in Czech (by Pachman) 
which are regarded as superior by 
many experts. Ht js the eighth edition 
of «a work which seeks to give a 
contemporary picture of the modern 
state of the openings in as complete 
a form as possible.

ANTI-NAZI GROUP DISBANDED

BERLIN 

The Central Council of the Union 
of Victims of. Nazi Persecution 
(Verband der Verfolgten des National- 
sozialismus—-VVN) in East Ger- 
many, acting on instructions from the 
Socialist Unity Party (Communists), 
has decided to disband the 
organisation. 

In announcing its decision, the Council 
said that ws object—to fight against 
fascism in all its forms—had now become 
the concern of the people as a whole. 
As a substtiute organisation a committee 
of former anti-fascist. underground 
fighters has been formed under the 
chairmanship of Franz Dahlem. a 
member of the Socialist Unity Party's 
Politburo. Victims of racial persecu- 


ion have been excluded from the new 
Organisation, 

Shortly before the dissolution of the 
Union was announced, instructions were 
issued to its officials forbidding the dis- 
play of Israch flags at meetings, as well 
as the wearing of blue and white badges. 
because this meant a glorification of 
an American agency and a provocation 
of the working population.” 

In Western Germany the Union was 
banned in 1951 on the grounds of * non- 
constitutional activities.” 

As a result of the dissolution of the 
Union, Jews in Eastern Germany will no 
longer be enti'led to pensions for old 
people and invalids. About 60 per cent 
of the Jews in the Eastern Zone have been 
dependent for their livelihood on these 
pensions, which have now been restricted 
to persons who are “ socially firmly 
rooted in the new order.” 


EMIGRATION FROM ISRAEL INCREASING 
Plight of Stranded Jews in Europe

Emigration from Israel last year was 
the largest on record. Severe economic 
conditions may have been one of the 
causes. While 26,000 persons entered 
the State in 1952, over 13,000 left, 
10,000 more than the previous ye3 
But in 1951 the monthly rate of immi- 
gration to Israel was 15,000, while in 
January this year only 701 immigrants 
entered the country. 
Official statistics show that of those 
emigrating, 3,632 left for Canada. Some 


of these people are still wandering about | 


Europe in an attempt to obtain entrance 
visas. A number are stranded in Laly 
and Britain. 

Several hundred of them in Germany 
are reported to be in dire distress, for
